Officials mum on outcome of investigation

Once in the closed meetings, all 
manner of things can be and are 
discussed. We have witnessed such 
abuses and know they are generally 
casual and unintentional. The better 
attorneys gently steer the board 
back on proper course. But it seems 
obvious that in those places where 
the press is not allowed the public 
may be deprived of information to 
which they most certainly should be 
entitled. 

Some board members are surpris- 
ed and genuinely willing to re- 
evaluate their meetings when they 
learn they may be violating the act. 
A more common response is anger 
or indifference from board members 
who prefer to make a lot of noise 
about the bad manners of the press. 
They seem more willing to use tax- 
payers’ money on court fights 
against the press than to evaluate 
their m 3 

The public, and elected officials, 
should keep in mind that, according 
to one appellate court, ‘‘The clear in- 
tention of the legislature expressed 
in the Act fayors, of course, open 
deliberations as well as open 
action.”’ 

‘Closing meetings should be done 
only as a last resort, and only when 
there is no doubt that the law allows 
a closed meeting.

County enacts $50 million budget 


The Madison County Board on 
Wednesday’ approved a fiscal 1967 
budget totalling $50.9 million. 

The budget is up from this year’s 
$49.3 million and, officials said, is 
balanced. 

The tax rate’should remain close 
to this year’s 80.1 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. The exact rate 
will not be known until the county’s 
assessed valuation is tabluated next 
year. 

The tax levy will be $11, 528,095, 
down slightly from $11,528,670 this 
year. 

~A last-minute effort to increase 
the budget for the environmental 
control department during Wednes- 
day’s meeting failed. 

An_ amendment sponsored by 
board member Dick Worthen, Alton, 
would Have increased that depart- 
ment’s budget by $7,000 to fund an 
additional part-time worker: 

Worthen said the workload for the 
two-person department has increas- 


_ed dramatically in recent months 
and that the additional person is 
needed to help. He said fee increases 
would pay the person's salary. 

However, the board’s finance 
committee said the budget of the 
department was based on revenue 
projections made without the fee in- 
crease and that, until the depart- 
ment has the money in hand, no 
change should be made in the 
budget. 

Board member Alan Dunstan, who 
serves on the finance committee, 
said the board’s policy has been to 
prohibit departments from asking 
for increased budgets based on fee 
increases. 

That is’ because so many depart- 
ments do not generate revenue and 

“tnust be subsidized by those that do, 
he said.
